219. (new) The computer readable medium of claim 210, wherein the plurality of scenarios 
consists of two or more scenarios selected from the group consisting of normal, extreme and a 
combination thereof where a scenario comprises a forecast of a plurality of future values for a 
plurality of factors and indicators. 
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
